S.iiih time since we published a letter from 
Lord Ginr to Hit rjacellency the (Jevut- 
hvi, on the subject of ttie AttruBoeakal 
and Heleorolugiralubietvatiuni conducted 
in thi. colony.

It can hardly be believed, that Lord 
Oar.t, whose intellectual character it 
well known, ie indtrTereot to the 
cause of astronomical science. Nor 
can ba be igaorant that an •beena- 
tnry may be instrumental in more ways 
than one, in advancing knowledge and is 
conferring public btuetiti upun a pec-pie. 
To say nothing of the direct services of an 
astronomer, in making observat'Oni upo* 
the movements and changes of the heavenly 
bodies; there are a bundled other ways 
in which he can repay the charge or his 
maintenance, by observations upon terrea* 
trill phenomena, iut h aa Ibota of magne - 
tism and clinuie, and by affording a stan- 
dard of time for the purposes of navigation 
and of ordinary commercial and daily life. 
If inch obaervMlont are indiipentable in 
Europe, where nol one but many insti- 
tutions fur these purposes are maintained, 
it it needle si to say they mutt be equally 
indispensable here, where we dwell on the 
ether tide of the globe. Can Lord UftBr 
have forgotten — or duet he deipii* thete 
considerations ? Wehopeuot. To what 
then must hit deliberate determination (o 
close the obtervatory at ParamiUa be at- 
tributed 7 Their: it hut out other reason 
For it, and lliat must be, that he was dii- 
tatianed with the work done there, or not 
done, at the case may have been. In faci, 
that is the natural deduction front his 
words. It it notour intention, however, to 
ascertain if such be the case, Lord Gut, 
we may be sure, can know nothing 
about the matter, but what he has been 
told ; and lie it too cautious 1 man to tale 
tucha step at he hat taken, upon iniuffi- 
cient or ditreputable testimony. If then, 
any report has been made to hiin, it hat, 
doublleat, emanated from penunt uf com- 
petency and acquirement, and there on 
be little difficulty in corning to the con- 
clusion, that such persona, (had Ihey been 
to minded) might he found in th* com- 
manders of the late nautical expedition to 
the southern hetntiphrrc. 

Wc do not isj thii with reference lu 
any positive evident* thai such waa the 
case ( but are aay, if it was the esse, there 
were, undoubtedly, tea .001 which led ki 
such report ; but a* we are not acquainted 
with those reasons, and we do nut with 
t> create prejudice! either way, ibis is all 
we shall lay on the subject. People can 
draw their own conclusions for them 
her 

But there is a ground foi our wishing 
lo say a few words to the public. 

The Observatory, by Lard Q sir's fiat, 
and by Mr. DtNioe't previous retirement, 
it vacant ; nor is ll.ere any other official 
to represent that gentle man in the whok 
territory of New South Wale*. The start 
com* out night after night ; nebula?, at 
they are called, present varying 
appearances, according tu their nature; 
comets traverse the solar system 
— and on* mighty comet will, 
in the Cfune of I8U (for the astro - 
naiuen of Europe give him a year of 
pace) startle, or otherwise pats unnoticed 
before our vision ; and there it no one 
here endowed with auHEcknt skill or ki- 
sure or authority lo tegister these heavenly 
tokens, tthict come and go,— fleets they 
may be called, destined to circumnavigate 
the globe t and there it no one spot here 
to which their commanders can refer for 
the adjustment of iheir chronometer., or 
tor the eiact point of time. 

Ought thii to be 1 Why should iydoey 
be the exception to an apparently -general 
rule t Why ahould Lord Oaav have it in 
hit power to ahut the door of the house of 
knowledge, and to prevent ill being re- 
opened ? If the Home Government it w 
regard lets of our colonial interests, why 
' thoold the colony itself be to complaisant 
I aa to let it be to, without venturing to do 
anything to aiert the consequences of 
that indifference i If the Miniakr in 
London thinks the peopk of New South 
Waki are not anr(A tht *xptn*t of keep- 
ing up in Observatory, that is no reason 
I why ihe Legitlitori of New South Walet 
should think to too. Hundreds and thou- 
sands of pounds have been voted out or 
the colonial pocket for matters of infi- 
nitely lets imports nee, and wiil be again, 
without any compunction of conscience 
or any misgiving whatsoever. 

And we have wailed in th* vain hope 
that a meniure would be proposed by tome 
gentleman or other, who hat Ihe interests 
of (h* colony at heart, before we presumed 
to express this opinion. It it hoped, that 
this rtfrrenee to it may, iveo better late 
than never, indue* Mr. Mt «M+, or Dr. 
Nicnoua^n, or Mr. Latin, or some other 
gentle 01 an, who** facutliei turn tcience- 
ward or commeRM-ward, la lonk into ihe 
question and give the people of the colony 
the benefit of their cogitation, in UM tbape 
of a motion to aatut in the remedying Lit* 
grievance] under which the colony is now 
suffering ; for grievance it is, If Mr. 
Ot sijur't removal or retirement it to be 
followed by no freab appointment. At 
we are on this subject, it may be proper 
lo add 1 few facts by way of showing that 
at one time th* Home Government was 
not altogether uncoaceruid about it ; and 
that there are persona amongtl us here 
wbo are willing lo knd a helping 
to get us ont of «ur diSenliiei.

th* climate of I he nukstiy, Can be placed 
on even the csitfiilry-maJe observation* 
that ate now recorded there ; although a 
few pounds judiciously expended, and a 
retnuval of the ait*> of tha station to a 
more inland position, would be attended 
with more lallifactorjr reiuh*. The pay 
of the observer is also inadei|oate lo the 
amount of tb* labour performed, and the 
carefulness he hat undoubtedly displayed.
